Washington.  April  10.— After  three 

"^Toeks  of  consideration  of  the  Payne 
tariff  bill  it  was  passed  by  the  house 
of  representatives  by  a  ^e  of  217  to 
161.  One  Republican.  Austin  (Tenn.). 
voted  against  the  measure,  and  four 
Democrats,  all  from  Louisiana, 
Messrs.  Broussard,  Estopinal,  Pujo 
and  Wickliffe,  voted  for  It.  An  at- 
tempt by  Champ  Clark,  the  minority 
leader,  to  reconunit  the  bill  with  in- 
structions, signally  failed. 

The  day  was  filled  with  excitement 
from  the  moment'  the  wnwliin  began 
until  the  minute  of  adjournment.  The 
members  were  keyed  up  to  the  high- 
est pitch  and  a  practically  full  mem- 
bership remained  on  duty  throughout. 
The  final  vote  demonstrated  the  ca- 
naeity  of  the  Republican  organisation 
•to  get  together. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  lum* 
ber  was  greatly  relieved  to  the  Re- 
!>ublicaD  leaders  in  the  house  when 
it  became  manifest  that  the  advoeates 
of  the  proposition  placing  it  on  the 
free  list  were  in  the  minority.  Be- 
cause of  that  fact.  Mr.  Fitsgerml  (N. 
Y.)  charged  that  a  midnight  deal  had 
been  made  whereby  free  lumber  was 
to'  be  voted  down  and  the  rates  on 
barley  and  barley  malt  increased,  and 
ibis  notwithstanding  the  denials  of 
]Me3grs.  Mann  (HI.)  and  Cuahman 
(Wash.),  who  oiTcred  the  barley 
amendments. 

The  general  public  was  greatly  in- 
terested in  the  procoodings,  aiul  the 
galleries  were  packed.   Both  the  dip- 
lomatic  and   executive  reservations 
^likewise  were    fully  occupied.  Mrs. 
Taft  being  among  those  present. 

When  the  bill  actually  was  pasted 
the  Republicans  che-^red  lustily,  some 
dancing  up  and  down  ytbe  aisles  and 
patting  their  fellow  members  on  the 
back.  ^« 

After  adopting  a  resolun'tV'*bat  un- 
til further  ordered  sessions  snail  be 
held  only  on  Mondays  and  'i'hnrsdays 
the  house  adjourned.

DOWN  WITH  THE  FLY. 

It  appear^  that  one  of  tlie  cam- 
paigns planned  by  the  healtii  (l('i)ait- 
ment  this  summer  is  a  campaign 
against  flies,  in  undertaking  the  war 
ou  these  pestiferous  insects  the  de- 
paiftment  asks  for  public  co-opera- 
tion. It  is  a  praise -worthy  venture 
and  it  snreljr  disserves  oniversal  as- 
Btstanee: 

Not  until  very  recent^ years  ha> 
the  fly  receieved  the  recognition  it 
ought  to  have  had  long  ago  as  n6t 
only  a  nuisance  bat  a  menace^  Some- 
how, the  rkee  regarded  the  buziier  as 
a  harmless  affair,  which  did  not  bark 
or  bite,  which  did  not  sinp  or  stiii;r 
and  sviiicii.  it'  it  },'ot  into  tlic  buttc! 
occasionally,  did  the  butter  less  harm 
than  itself.  So  as  a  mere  annoyance 
the  fly  was  tolerated,  and  in  some 
quarters-is  *  stiH  tolerated. 

But  the  fly  should  have  no  such 
right  of  way.  It  should  be  over- 
whelmed with  the  loathiuf^  it  so  liclily 
merits,  lor  the  insect  is  one  t»f  the 
filthiest  creatures  imaginable.  It 
breeds  in  tilth,  it  cannot  breed  in  a 
clean  spot;  it  feeds  on  ffith.  fVom  its 
foul  birthplace  and  from  its  foul 
breeding  places  it  carries  millions  and 
imillions  of  bacilli  about  its  ''person." 
disease-makers  which  it  dcpo^it- 
uhcict'vcr  it  lights.  If  it  should  fall 
into  the  milk,  and  the  drinker  of  the 
milk — well,  there  should  be  no  'drink- 
er of  that  particular  milk. 

It  is  by  the  fly's  process  of  dis- 
tributing its  bacilli,  that  typhoid  fevw 
is  spread.  Typhoid  fever  is  the  fav- 
orite article  which  the  tly  k«'('p>  i  i 
stock  for  its  unwary  cu-touier>.  Fre- 
quently it  hapjiens  that  a  typhoi«l 
fever  patient^  will  wonder  how  he  ever 
happenied-  to  take  into  his  stmnaeh 
the  inconsiderate  germ  which  laid  him 
low.  If  he  had  pointed  to  the  tly 
which  became  involved  in  hi>  luead. 
or  milk,  or  water,  or  whatever  it  wab 
he  would  ))robably  have  pmnt^  to 
the  guilty  party. 

Therefore,  citisms  should  'Work 
with  the  health  department  to  ex- 
teilninate  his  sinister  ubiquity,  the 
fly.  •  Qarbage  cans  should  be  kept 
covered  tightly,  stables  should  ke|^ 
free  of  manure,  alleys  and  streets 
should  be  made  spotles.s,  rubbish 
heaps  should  be  removed.  Slack 
lilM  or  cKfaited  carbolic  add  on  refuse 
pflflt'eidi  ImAp  to  prarent  the  breed- 
ing of  the  tiny  monsters.

Attorneys  For  Defense  Keep  Promise 
In  Standard  OH  Hearing. 

St  Lonls.  AprM  10.— The  Standard 
Oil  lawyers  more  than  made  good 
theb'  promise  to  tbe  coart  to  complete 
their  arguments  in  defense  of  the 
government's  suit  to  have  the  big  cor- 
poration disoolved  as  a  ShMrmaa  law 
violatoiv  by  Friday  eTming,  fiaiahmg 
with  half  an  hoar  to  spare.  John  G. 
Johnson  of  Philadelphia  havtiis  com- 
pleted bis  address,  followins  Mr.  Ro- 
senthal, Just  30  minutes  before  tbe 
usoaL  time  for  adjournment. 

The  court  asked  Mr.  Kellogg,  the 
gorenuneat  attoniey.  If  he  wished  to 
take  adrantage  of  the  half  hoar  in 
which  to  commence  Ua  replying  argu- 
ment, but  the  federal  lawyer  said  he 
would  rather  begin  his  address  in  the 
BHNrnlng,  promising  to  finish  by  usual 
closing  time  today.  Then  Will  end 
what  St.  Louis  attorneys  agree  has 
probably  been  the  greateit  legal  argu- 
ment ever  beard  la  the  tribonals  of 
this  Jurisdiction. 

The  feature  of  the  hearing  was  the 
argnBMpt  of  Lawyw  Morits  Rosenthal 
of  Chicago,  who  confined  his  address 
to  a  compilation/  of  fact  upmi  fact.

HopklasvlUe.  Ky.,  April  10.  —  Ben, 
alias  "Booker  '  Brame,  a  negro,  18 
years  of  age.  was  lynched  by  a  mob 
of  between  300  and  300  fanners  for 
attempUnc  to  asaanlt  Miss  Rath  Qee. 
17.  daughter  of  William  Gee,  a  prom- 
inent Trigg  county  farmer. 

Brame  attacked  Miss  Gee  in  a  wood 
aoar  her  hapio,  and  wm  prevented 
from  overpowering  her  by  a  little  sis- 
ter, Sallie  May  Gee.  who  fought  him 
with  an  ax.  The  screams  of  the  girls 
brought  their  mother  to  their  assist- 
ance, and  the  negro  escaped.  After 
an  all  night  search  the  mob  located 
Brame  and  carried  him  uofore  the 
Misses  Gee,  who  positively  Identified 
bim. 

Restraining  the  father  of  tlie  girls 
from  shooting  the  negro,  the  mob  car- 
ried Brame  to  Flat  Lick,  near  the 
Trigg  and  Christian  county  line,  and 
hanged  him  to  a  tree.  The  mob  then 
quietlir  dispersed.

Hard  Coal  Operators  and  Miners  Are 
In  Hopeless  Deadlock. 

Philadelphia,  April  10.— After  con- 
ferences extending  since  Wednesday, 
the  anthracite  coal  operators  and  the 
officials  oC  the  United  Mine  Workers 
«r  AoMrioa*  at  which  the  nii|ll  lon  of 
a  wace  ftgnvrnmit  wmm  discussed,  the 
operators  Mjetted  the  modified  de- 
mands ot  vue  minera  and  tho  ccmfer- 
ence  adjourn^  deadlocked. 

There  will  be  no  strike  inaugurated 
by  the  mine  workers,  however,  and 
the  only  danger  of  a  suspension  of 
mining  in  the  near  future,  according 
to  the  mine  workers'  officials,  prises 
from  the  possibility  of  the  refwal  of 
the  operators  to  permit  the  miners  to 
work  without  an  agreement. 

Althmgh  the  entire  proposition  of 
the  miners  as  modi  fled  was  rejected, 
the  operators  gave  out  a  statement  in 
which  they  claim  that  they  offered 
to  submit  the  "new  work"  complaint 
to  the  conciliation  board  created  by 
the  anthracite  strike  commission. 
When  the  aiteotion  of  Present  Lew^ 
la  of  the  tiaited  Mine  Workers  of 
Amoriea  was  called  to^tte  operators' 
statemant,  he  said:  "I  have  no  com- 
ment to  alake.**
